3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach or 
render obvious the entire combination including specifically a current detection method 
of an inverter that converts DC input into AC output and supplies the AC output to a 
load comprising a circuit wiring and a detecting conductor being printed on a same side 
of a circuit board, with the detecting conductor having a straight-line segment disposed 
parallel to a straight-line segment of the circuit wiring, and detecting the change through 
the medium of the magnetic flux change by the detecting conductor. 

Claim 32 is allowable as it depends from claim 1 . 
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Claim 1 1 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach 
or render obvious the entire combination including specifically an anomaly detection 
method of an inverter that converts DC input into AC output and supplies the AC output 
to a load comprising a circuit wiring and a detecting conductor being printed on a same 
side of a circuit board, with the detecting conductor having a straight-line segment 
disposed parallel to a straight-line segment of the circuit wiring, and detecting the 
change through the medium of the magnetic flux change by the detecting conductor. 

Claim 33 is allowable as it depends from claim 1 1 . 

Claim 27 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach 
or render obvious the entire combination including specifically a test method using an 
inverter that converts DC input into AC output and supplies the AC output to a load 
comprising a circuit wiring and a detecting conductor being printed on a same side of a 
circuit board, with the detecting conductor having a straight-line segment disposed 
parallel to a straight-line segment of the circuit wiring, and detecting the change through 
the medium of the magnetic flux change by the detecting conductor. 

Claim 34 is allowable as it depends from claim 27. 

Claim 31 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach 
or render obvious the entire combination including specifically a current detecting 
method comprising a circuit wiring and a detecting conductor being printed on a same 
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side of a circuit board, with the detecting conductor having a straight-line segment 
disposed parallel to a straight-line segment of the circuit wiring, and detecting the 
change through the medium of the magnetic flux change by the detecting conductor. 
Claim 36 is allowable as it depends from claim 31 .
